3 Best practices by states 


31 Delhi 


e A 24x7 Delhi police helpline number (23469526) has been set up to resolve issues related to the 
lockdown through direct intervention. 

e The Delhi Metro Rail Corporation said that it will contribute one day’s basic pay of its employees 
towards the PM-CARES fund. 

e The government has said that it will sponsor ration for those who do not have ration cards. 


3.2 Andhra Pradesh 


e Andhra Pradesh Govt. to use a tool "COVID alerting tracking system" developed by State Disaster 
Management Authority to track over 25,000 people placed under home quarantine, by tracking 
the location of their numbers in real time with help of telecom service providers. 


3.33 Uttarakhand 
e Insurance benefit is being provided to personnel working on the frontlines to tackle COVID-19. 
e Rs 1,000 to 1 lakh accounts of laborers in the state is being transferred. 


3.4 Punjab 

e The government has promised special insurance for police personnel and sanitation workers 
engaged in the anti-COVID battle. 

e Mobile testing vans will be brought in to boost testing and volunteers will be trained to man 
isolation beds. 


3.55 Karnataka 


e The government has asked all those under home quarantine to send 14 selfies to the 
government per day, one every hour from 7 am to 9 pm, using the Quarantine Watch app. Any 
defaulters are liable to be shifted to a mass quarantine centre. 


3-6 Jammu and Kashmir 


e The administration has sanctioned Rs 17.65 crore for construction workers registered with the 
Building and Other Construction Workers Welfare Board, in view of the country-wide lockdown. 


3-7. Kerala 
e The government has opened over 5,000 camps to provide shelter to migrants. 


3.8 West Bengal 


e The government has declared that all districts in the state will have at least one dedicated 
coronavirus nodal hospital as well as quarantine centres. 


e The government has announced an increase in insurance coverage from Rs 5 lakhs to Rs 10 lakhs 
for all those who are helping in this health crisis, including staff at private /government 
/transportation centres such as doctors/nurses/police/courier services. 


3-9 Uttar Pradesh 


e The government has issued 71 licenses to companies to make hand sanitizers every day in order 
to ensure adequate supply to hospitals. 


4 Advisories/ Letters to States 


e Aletter was issued by Cabinet Secretary addressed to all the Secretaries GOI as well as the Chief 
Secretaries of States/ UTs on the subject matter of taking effective measures to prevent the 
spread of COVID-19 in the country that any instruction/ clarification on the lockdown measures 
to be issued by Ministry of Home Affairs only with the approval of National Executive 
Committee. 

e Training Resources for COVID-19 management has been shared by MoHFW with the States/ UTs 
which includes amongst other things webinar, latest testing guidelines of ICMR, guidelines for 
clinical management of COVID-19 patients, guidelines for quarantine facilities, etc. 

e A letter issued by Secretary (HFW) addressed to all Chief Secretaries on coming into effect from 
30t" March 2020 of “PM Garib Kalyan Package: Insurance Scheme for Health Workers fighting 
COVID-19 to provide insurance cover for Rs. 50 lakhs for a period of 90 days to around 22.12 
lakhs public healthcare workers including pvt. Hospital staff/retired/ volunteer/local urban 
bodies/ contract/ad-hoc/daily wage/ outsourced staff requisitioned by States/ Central govt./ 
autonomous hospitals. 

e MoHFW requested all nodal officers to follow up with their assigned states to notify the COVID- 
19 dedicated hospitals and their notification by passing an administrative order. It also shared 
Checklist with States/ UTs to assess readiness of dedicated COVID hospital or separate COVID- 
19 block within existing hospital. Revised Guidelines on Clinical Management of COVID - 19 has 
also been shared. 


5 Issues of States 


e States like M.P, Odisha, Rajasthan, etc. raised the issue of quality testing protocols of PPE kits. 
To this MoHFW responded that PPE kits are tested at SITRA through textile ministry. To inform 
JS MoHFW Dr. Mandeep Bhandari or JS textiles if there are any samples ready for testing. And 
not to purchase without testing. 

e West Bengal enquired if there are any guidelines on the requisitioning of private hospitals for 
treatment of COVID hospitals, including cost compensation. To this, Secretary HFW GOI 
responded that States are arriving at own arrangements as conditions/ no. of cases vary. Some 
states are extending CGHS package to eligible patients. 

AIIMS-Delhi has also released guidance about PPE use in different settings.
